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Candidates Meet The Press

On September 30th, the 
Huron Township Public 
Access and the Van Buren 
Township Public Access 
held a “Meet the Press” at 
the Belleville High School. 
Five local newspapers, 
including The Huron River 
Weekly were invited to pre- 
sent questions to the candi- 
dates for the 34th District 
Judgeship and the 11th 
County |Commissioner’s 


position. 

The two candidates for 
judge, Norm Kohlstrand 
and Brian Oakley, fielded 
three questions from each 
news representative were 
given a two-minute time 
limit to answer each ques- 
tion. The lights were hot 
and the quarters were 
cramped but each candidate 
did well and could be proud 
of their responses, 

The Huron River Weekly 
asked each candidate three 
questions. The first question 


was, “Do you support the 
recent agreement signed by 
the member communities to 
resolve the funding dis- 
pute?” Both ‘candidates 
seemed to be unaware of the 
particulars of the agreement 
but both expressed satisfac- 
tion that the long-standing 
dispute had been resolved. 
The second question 
asked was, “Is conflict of 
interest an issue in this cam- 
paign?” Candidate 
Kohlstrand was required to 
answer the question first 





















































and it clear that he was 
uncomfortable with the 
question. His response was 
basically that he could not 
clearly say there- would be a 
conflict of interest with a 
Judge Oakley and a Mayor 
Oakley but that it could cre- 
ate uncomfortable situa- 
tions. Brian Oakley had no 
problem fielding the ques- 
tion and emphatically stated 
he did not expect there 
would be a conflict of inter- 
est. He said that he had spo- 
ken to many legal sources 





and they all agreed there 
would not be a conflict. 
The last question The 
Weekly asked was, “Do you 
consider the process of 
excusing potential jurists 
for trial too liberal or neces- 
sary to protect the interests 
of both sides? The intent of 
the question was to get the 
candidate’s opinion on the 
process of excusing poten- 
tial jurists and the mariy 
challenges that the defen- 
dant and the prosecu-

tor had in challenging poten-_ 


tial jury members. However, 
both candidates took the ques- 
tion to mean “how should a 
citizen react when they get.a 
jury summons?” To this inter- 
pretation they both responded 
that a citizen should not avoid 
a jury call and that it was a 
fundamental part of the 
process and an honor. 

Following the judge candi- 
dates the press interviewed the 
two County Comissioner can- 
didates John Sullivan-Demo- 
crat and Melissa McLaughlin- 
Republican. The format was 
the same as the judge candi- 
dates and the press was able to 
each ask three questions. 

The first question The 
Weekly asked was, “Almost 
all of the roads in Huron 
Township are controlled by 
Wayne County and almost all 
of the roads are gravel. Do you 
have a position on the current 
condition of the Wayne 
County Roads?” 

Both indicated they were 
not satisfied with the condition 
of the roads and seemed to 
have a preference of paved 
roads over gravel roads. Both 
advised that it was a matter of 
money and whether the com- 
munities wanted to make road 
repair a major issue. Mc- 
Laughlin seemed to support 
reforming Act 51 to allow 
townships to control their 
roads like cities currently do. 
This would mean that the 
townships would receive the 
road funds but would also be 
required to maintain the roads. 
She felt some township within 
the district was prepared to 
take on that responsibility. 

Sullivan responded that cit- 
izens were tired of getting 
their cars beat up by the dirt 
roads and expressed his desire 
for paved roads over dirt 
roads. 

Our second question was, 
“In the Detroit News, Sept- 
ember 29th issue, there was an 
article. regarding the board 
chairman’s expenditures of 
campaign funds. Is this some- 
thing the board needs to look 
at beyond the current laws on 
the books? Sullivan responded 
that he was not too familiar 
with the actual expenditures 
but expressed concern over the
